Keeping The Car Fit 
Those who have their eye on the 
forthcom ing and inevitable tra d e ­ 
in, keep in m ind two m ajor thieves 
of car value: lack of lubrication and 
backlash. T h r firs; Is rath er obvious. 
so let’s skip along to the second. 
Any looseness or excess play in vital 
paris, generally term ed “backlash,” 
is certain to cause excessive wear. 
Driving th r car with worn universal 
joints, a favorite trick w ith those 
who countenance neglect, is a case 
in point. 
And then there is the high cost 
of unskilled tinkering. Most work on 
car*, today has to be done with 
-pecial equipm ent and by* experi­ 
enced operators. Even such a for­ 
merly simple operation as clean­ 
ing breaker points now calls for a 
cam dwell indicator, a special round 
feeler gauge, a Neon tim ing light 
and scales for testing the tension of 
the breaker arm spring 
The Old Rocking Trick 
This is by way of repetition, but 
rn 
case you have forgotten 
the 
sm artest way to get the car out of 
deep snow is to have one or two 
passengers stand on the rear bum p­ 
er and rock Hic car up and down as 
you feed gas and engage the clutch. 
It is an old trick th at has served 
many a w inter sportsm an, although 
not anything th a t will add to the 
car's good health. In norm ally deep 
snow, when the chains have not 
been inst ailed, the best plan is to 
rock the car itself back and forth. 
going from low to reverse anc! vice 
versa. It will cften rock itself out of 
a predicam ent in its own m om en­ 
tum. 
Three To Remember 
Petroleum lubricants should never 
be used on rubber parts such as 
shackles or bushings for tile a n ti­ 
sway bar. but don't assum e th at you 
are justified rn being lavish w ith 
brake fluid or special rubber lubri­ 
cant 
D on’t lubricate these 
parts 
unless they squeak. 
M odern cars are prone to slip out 
of gear on downgrades, especially 
if the road surface is rough A most 
effective way to cheek this rnnoying 
habit is to drive slower on these 
descents., 
If you drop tire pressures to cot 
better traction in snow or it mud. 
watch the tire balance w eight*> th at 
they do not shift position and re- 
inflate to tile norm al pressure as 
soon as possible.
